1 . As seen in Fig. 2, Hur (US 5,534,725) shows a semiconductor device 1 including 
a light reception 1b; a film wall 4 which is an adhesive/glue frame (see column 4, lines 
55-56) formed on the periphery of the semiconductor chip 1 ; and a cover glass 5 
covering the light reception 1b with the glue frame 4. However, Hur fails to teach having 
an asymmetrically coated glue frame formed on outskirts of a light-sensing area of an 
image sensing integrated circuit chip. 

The references of interest are cited: Yeh et al. (US 2003/01 1 681 7 A1 ), Ho et al. 
(US 6,737,720 B2), Nagano (US 5,357,056), Hur (US 5,773,323), Hita (JP 62-217640), 
and Olyu (JP 62-264659) teach relating to an image sensing integrated circuit.
